India considers 
Pakistan reply 


NEW DELHI. June 8, (Agen- 
cies): India is seriously consider- 
ing Pakistan's response to its 
initiative to defuse rising military 
tension in the subwntinent, a 
Foreign OlTice spokesman said 
today. 

Pakistan has suggested that 
foreign secretaries of the two 
countries meet this month on the 
question of Kashihir. 

Indian-ruled Ka^mir, where 
Muslim militants are fluting for 
secession, lies at the heart of 
deteriorating ties between the 
two countries. 

“The response is receiving our 
serious consideration," the 
Indian spokesman said. “Unfor- 
tunately, the Pakistani response 
is hedg^ by certain reservations, 
which is somewhat discourag- 
ing." 

India, which accuses Pakistan 
of arming and training Kashmiri 
militants, has suggest^ to Pakis- 
tan that the two countries notify 
each other of military exercises 
and that their armed forces main- 
tain close contacts. 

Pakistan's Foreign Secretary 
Tanvir Ahmed Khan, while sug- 
g^ting an urgent meeting with 
his Indian counterpart, said the 
Indian proposal failed to men- 
tion Kashmir. 

A meeting between the two 
foreign secretaries was unlikely 
to take place as eariy as this 
month,, oiflcial sources in New 
Delhi said. 

India and Pakistan have 
already fought three wars, 
including two over Kashxm'r, 
since independence from Britain 
in 1947. 

Meanwhile, militants battling 
New' Delhi's rule of Kashmir 
have shot dead the uncle of 
Indian Home Minister Mufti 
Mohammad Sayeed in their 


second attack on the minister's.^ 
family. 

Police said today six militants . 
forced their way into the home of 
70-year-old Ghulam Hassan 
Shah last night and killed him. 

Shah liv^ in Sayeed's home • 
village, Bijbehara, 40 km (25 
miles) south of Jammu and 
Kashmir state's summer capital, 
Srinagar. 

Days after Sayeed's appoint- 
ment as India's first Muslim 
home (interior) minister in" 
Decemt^r. the militants kidnap- 
ped his daughter Rubiya. 

They freed her in exchange for 
five of their jailed colleagues and- ■ 
turned the episode into - 
propaganda victory which hel- • 
ped i^ite popular revolt in the- . 
Muslim-majority Kashmir 
valley. 

in New Delhi, President 
Ramaswamy Venkataraman 
announced that Virendra 
Varma. a politician from 
Sayeed’s Janata Dal Party, was 
the new governor of Punjab. 

Today hundreds of Kashmiris 
demonstrated in Srinagar’s old 
quarter, accusing security forces 
of shooting dead a iwo-year-old 
boy, Saqib Bashir. 

The protesters said security 
forces, searching nearby homes 
aAer their vehicles were attacked 
yesterday, opened fire on 
Bashir's family. The boy was 
killed and his parents critically 
wounded, the demonstrators 
said. 

Militants also attacked a 
waterfront hotel in Srinagar yes- . 
terday. shooting and wounding 
at least four Indian paramilitary . 
policemen living at the resort as 
they swam in picturesque lake 
Dal.

Jackson's doctor Mark Zat- 
ytcis said the singer, who left hos- 
pital late yesterday but was 
expected to return for outpatient 
irealmenL had bruised his ribs 
during a vigorous dance rehear- 
sal. 

Jackson, 31, has undergone a 
lot of stress recently, with the 
deaths of his grandmother and 
close friend Sammy Da%is Jr. his 
publicity agent Bob Jones said. 

“He is very concerned about 
his physical condition because 
we have an album well overdue," 
Jones added. Jackson's current 
album is seven weeks behind 
schedule. 

Jackson visited close friend 
Elizabeth Taylor before leaving 
St John's hospital. The film star 
has b^n in hospital for seven 
weeks with pneumonia. 

Tbe cause of Jackson's condi- 
tion had been a mystery since he 
was admitted with the chest pain 
Sunday night. Tests revealed that 
be was suffering from costochon- 
dritis, or a cartilage inflamma- 
lion affecting the front part of his 
ribs, said Jones. 

"^Tien tests were finally con- 
ducted, theex tensive tests and X- 
rays revealed no physical abnor- 
malities other than the inflam- 
mation, Jones said. Jackson is 
expected to receive further treat- 
ment “probably within 48 
hours." Jones said. 

He said the inflammation can 
be caused by “over-exenion and 
stress and is usually extremely 
painful." 

Theclean-living, lean popstar, 
who shuns alcohol, cig^ttes 
and junk food, has no history of 
serious health problems. 

Jackson ventured from his sin- 
ging brothers, the Jackson 5, 
with the Grammy-winning solo 
album “Off the Wall" in 1980.

Nelson Mandela today t^led for 
the continuation of Western 
economic sanciidns to hasten the 
end of South Africa's apartheid 
system but also'said the county 
would need massive Western aid 
in the future.

But.he addM ihattheeconomy 
of South Africa would in fixture 
need "massive international 
intnveotion if we are to move 
forward at apace that recognised 
the urgency of the needs of our 
people." 

He said this underlined the 
need for ending apartheid “so 
that the need for sanctions falls 
away." 

Mandela was introduced by 
ILO director-general Michel 
Hansenne as a "symbol of 
peace” and received a thun- 
derous ovation from more than 
2,000 delegates crowding the 
assembly hall of the United 
Nations headquarters in Gen- 
eva. The ILO expelled South 
Africa 25.years agu becaure of its 
policies of racial segregation. 

In his half-hour address Man- 
dela, deputy president of the 


African National Congress, said 
he was encouraged by Thurs- 
day's lifting of the slate of emer- 
gency in most of South Africa as 
well as by the release of more 
political prisoners. 

“These steps constitute part of 
the' process of implementing 
what was agreed (with President 
F. W. de Klerk) a month ago,** be 
said. “Of course, more will have 
to be done to ensure that the 
agre^ent is implemented in 
fuU." 

Mandela, who recently under- 
went surgery, cancelled a meet- 
ing with the Red Cross today 
apparently because be was not 
feezrog ww but emerged later to 
say he was in top form. 

“1 feel on top of the world... I 
am well,” Mandela, 71, told 
Reuters as he leflhls luxury hotel 
for a lunch at the [LO.

MOSCOW, June 8.(Reuler): The Russian 
Federation, the largest Soviet republic, 
declared today that its coustHution now 
took precedence over Soviet laws, Tass 
news agency said. 

The Russian Federation Parliament, led 
bj' rebel President Boris Yeltsin, approved 
by 544 votes to 271 an article wlucb 
declared that Soviet law which conOicls 
with sovereign Russian rights “arc suspen- 
ded by the republic on its territory.** Tass 
added. 

It said a full declaration on sovereignty 
for the Russian Federation, which 
includes 1 60 million of the country's total 
population of 280 millfon, would be ready 
for endorsement by the middle of next 
week. 


Velsin. an outspoken critic of Kremlin 
chief Mikhail Gorbachev, declared after 
his election as Russian president two 
weeks ago that he would push the law 
through. 

He also reserved the right ofthe Russian 
Federation to secede from the Soviet 
Union. But he has said he is not proposing 
this step. 

The Baltic republics of Lithuania, 
Latvia and Estonia took a similar move os 
a first step lo the later declarations of 
Independence — acts that have brought 
them into sharp conflict with Moscow. 

The article, oue point from a complex 
declaration on sovereignty now being 
debated by Parliament, means that the 
Russian Federation could now overrule 


any (aw it believed conflicted with its 
interests. 

The Kremlin seemed certain to reject the 
move. 

Bui it was not clear how this would 
affect the republic's relations with the 
Soviet bureaucracy in Moscow. 

Yeltsin has. for instance, already 
declared his opposition to Gorbachev's 
plansforsceepfc^ price rises asa first step 
to market reforms. 

Yeltsin told the Russian Parliament last 
week the sovereignty law would gjve the 
republic exclusive right of possession of all 
its natuml wealth. 

This would in theory give it control over 
the huge oil. gas and coal reserves which 
are the basis of the Soviet Union's wealth 


in theabsenceofumanufacturinginduslry 
that can compete on world markets. 

But these resources, as well as railways 
and other infrastructure, are now firmly 
under control of ihe central Soviet auth- 
orities and. ullimaiely, of Gorbachev.

Czechs 
vote in 
first free 
election 


PRAGUE. Juno K. (AP): Voters 
across the country began voting 
today for new national and 
republic p:i I > . incnls in free elec- 
tions that K-.\der$ hope will 
remove the final vestiges of Cze- 
choslovakia's communist past. 

Polling stations opened across 
the country at 2 pm (1200 GMT) 
in Czechoslovakia's first free 
elections in 44 years. Miners in 
the former communist bastion of 
(J^trava began voting two hours 
earlier in some city districts 
because of the shifts worked by 
coal miners. 

.Among the first lo vole in 
Prague were President Vaclav 
Havel's neighbours, Zdenek 
Zadnik. and his wife Milada, who 
expressed great happiness al 
being able (o cast a free vote for 
the first time in their lives. 

“Yes. 1 voted in 1946 ... if you 
can call it ihai.” said M rs Zadnik 
referring to the fact that voters' 
choice was limited then to pari tes 
in the national fronU the precur- 
sor to what turned into a com- 
munist organisatioD that domin- 
ated political life for four 
decades. 

The Zadniks were among the 
crowd of about 200 citizens and 
journalists waiting for the 
mlar president lo cast his 
hot al central Prague polling 
station. 

“1 liked him asa dissident and I 
like him even moreas presidem," 
Zadnik said. 

The residents of Ostrava, 
known for four decades as a bas- 
tion of orthodox communism 
because of its heavily industrial 
workforce and Stalinist local 
leaders, were the first Cze- 
choslovaks to have a free choice 
at the ballot box. 

More than 1 1 million people 
aged 1 8 and over were entitled to 
vole. Balloting continues 
tomorrow, with polls closing at 2 
pm (1200 GMT) 

Authorities took the business 
ofa free election seriously impos- 
ing a ban on the sales of all alco- 
hol except beer for the two days 
of voting and sending police lo 
guard public places ran^ng from 
polling stations to post office. 

The voters will choose 300 
deputies to a new federal 
parliament chargied with choos- 
mg a new presiden t and then fi- 
ling to work on revising Cze- 
choslovakia's constitution to 
remove the last vestiges of 41 
years of one-party communist 
rule. 

Tbe elections will also decide 
the composition of C2ech and 
Slovak republican p^aments, 
which have responsibility for key 
areas of public life such as educa- 
tion and health care. 

Tbe fiercest row erupted yes- 
terday between Havel's Qvic 
Forum Movement — which with 
its Slovak ally public against 
violence is favoured to emerge 
stronger from the voting — and 
the Christian Democrat Alliance 
of three parties.

US policy criticised 


TUNIS, June S. (Reuter); Arab 
smtes have told the United Slates 
that aspects of its Middle East, 
policy were incomprehensible 
and unsatisfactory and advised 
yVashin^on to "turn over a new 
tear if It wanted to avoid Arab 
criticism. 

In a note given to Robert 
PeUeiTMu. the US Ambassador 
in T unis, the Arab Leaguesaid its 
members were astonished at the 
lone of US advice to last month’s 
Arab summit in Baghdad. The 
United Slates gave the League a 
message on May 17 asking the 
summit to go beyond previous 
Arab positions on Middle East 

peace and steer clear of criticising 


Washington by name. 

The Arab League's six-page 
answer, delivered on Monday 
and released in full yeste^y, 
said "Arab officials (at the sum- 
mit) were stonished at the style in 
which the US position was for- 
mulated and were not satisfied 
with the US point of view on 
many issues." 

"The Arab states believe that 
the strategic alliance betHven 
Israel and the United States, the 
amount of military and econ- 
omic aid and political support 
which Israel receives from the 
United Slates and the lack of 
adequate elTort to make Israel 
rspect international law have 


enabled Israel to persist in its 
altitucte," it said. 

"It could come about that the 
United Stales is not mentioned 
by name (in Arab resolutions), if 
the United States abandons its 
policy of total bias towards Israel 
and opens a new page in rria lions 
with the stales of the re^on," it 
added. 

"The Arab states expect the 
United States to link its aid to 
Israel's response to peace 
iniliaiives. Such an attitude 
would fadpmake US policy in the 
Middle Eut credible and open a 
new era in Arab-American rela- 
tions." 


Ethiopian Jews influx 


OCCUPIED JERUSALEM, 
June 8, (AP): Ethiopia has 
promised that as many as 10,000 
Jews . remaining in the country 
would be allo^^ to immigrate 
to the Jewish state within a year, 
an Israeli official said yesterday. 

The agreement would mean 
that thousands of families split 
apart by a secret Israeli rescue 
called "Operation Moses" could 
soon be reunited in Israel. 

Forei^ Ministry Director- 
General Reuven Merfaav said a 
top Ethiopian official made the 
promise to allow Jews to exit 
freely during a trip to Washing- 
ton earlier this month. 

"We have good reason to. 
believe that most of the remam- 
ing Ethiopian Jewsai«now being 
processed or are in a situation to. 
Degin-tfaepDOcesa," Merhavaaid 
onUradradio- 

“If things continue as (hey 
have, it is possible that in a short 
period oftime, witfaina year, they 
will all come," he added. 

Merhav said it was unclear 
how many Jews remained behind 
in Ethiopia since more than 
16,00U were brought to Israel 
with US help in the late 1970s 
through 1985.

"The major cfTort of the government will be made on the most important issue we are 
facing today, the absorption of the mass immigration." Shamir said referring to the 
thousands ofSovict Jews coming to Israel. 

“Together with that we'll dc^ with alt the other issues advancing the peace process, 
solving economic and social problems," he said. 

The coalition agreement was 
signed in Shamir's office after 
disagreement between two small 
parties ended with the National 
RiAigious Party in control of the 
Religious Affairs Ministry. The 
ultra-orthodox Degel Halorah 
I^rty accepted the ministry's 
No. 2 post , with its power not yet 
define. 

The radio noted that the coali- 
tion agreement does not outline 
who will get which cabinet posts, 
and Shamir rolled "not yet" 
when asked if ministries had been 
assigned to his own Likud bloc. 

But radio reports said Likud 
hardliners would be in charge at 
the key ministries. Housing Min- 
ister David Levy would bttome 
Foreign Minister. Sharon would 
head housing, and the present 
Foreign Minister, Moshe Arens, 
would be defence minister. 

Besides Likud, the coalition 
partners include three right-wing 
parties, three religious ones, two 
one-man factions and lawmaker 
Ephraim Gur, who quit the 
Labour Party on Thursday. 

News reports had suggested 
Shamir still would prefer a coali- 
tion with Labour, but he said on 
army radio he did not expect the 
rival party to join the new gover- 
nment now. 

"At this stage it is not realis- 
tic." he said. 

Friday's agreenunt would 
9 ve Shamir a majority of 62 
votes in the J20-memb^ Knes- 
set, or parliament. 

Shamir telephoned President 
Chaim Herzog to report the new 
coalition fulfilling the legal 
requirement before ‘his 42-&y 
mandate for putting together a 
coalition ran out at sundown 
with the beginning of the Jewish 
Sabbath. 

Shamir's govenunenL once 
approv^ in Die Knesset would 
end the political uncertainty that 
has gripped Israel for nearly 
three months as first Labour 
leader Shimon Peres and then 
Shamir tried to bring together a 
cabinet. 

A Likud-Labour "unity" 
^vemment fell apart March 15 
in disagreements between the 
two parties over whether to take 
part in US-proposed peace talks 
with Ralesdnians. 

Close election results have for- 
ced Likud and the left-centre 
Labour into power-sharing 
arrangements since 1984 in 
which the ideological chasm bet- 
ween the two parlies often 
stywM poUlicaJ action. 

Policy guidelines accompany- 
ing the new coalition agreOTent 
pirage the government will keep 
open its peace initiative to hold 
elections for Palestinians in the 
occupied territories as a first step

However, the far-right mem- 
bers of the new government will 
probably lead Shamir into more 
tensions with the United States 
which has been urging Israel to 
make concesaons to raeslinians 
to revive the stalled peace 
process.

Nasser freed 

Bail in terror trial 


CAIRO. June 8, (AP): A judge 
yesterday released on former 

president Gamal Abdel Nasser's 
son. one of 20 men accused of 
terror attacks that lulled and 
wounded American and Israeli 
diplomats. 

Defeaceattonreysargued that 
Khaled Abdel Nasser merited 
bail broause he was not accused 
of riding with the gunmen who 
carried out the four aUadcs. Nas- 
ser. who could be banged if con- 
victed, returned Wednesday 
night from abroad, where he had 
been on the run since six months 
before be was charged in 
February 1988. 

In announcing his decision, 
judge Emad El-Din rsmaitof the 
State Security Court set bail at 
5,000 pounds (S1,8S8). He ban- 
ned Nasser from leaving Egypt 
until his trial ends. 


Nasser at 40 the late 
president's eldest son. wore a 
dark grey sui i and white shi rt and 
sat calmly inside a barred defen^ 
dam's ca|e during most of the 
court session. 

Afler Ismail adjourned the ses- 
sion to Saturday, the grayi ng and 
bespectacled Nasser said, "I trust 
the justice of the Egyptian 
judiciary." He refused to say 
more. 

Nasser and 19 others are 
accused of four terror attacks 
against Israeli and American 
diplomats, one a year between 
1984 and 1987. The attacks left 
two Israelis dead and six Israelis 
and two Americans wounded. 

Prosecutors are demanding 
death for Kb^ed.and 10 others. 
The other nine charged with 
complicity face prison terms of 
up to 25 years if convicted. 


Militants gain influence 

US distrusted by both Israel. Arabs 


WASHINGTON, June 8, (Reuter); Hardliners 
and militants are gaining power and influence 
in Israel and the Arab world, diplomats and 
officials say. and the United States, which tried 
toget Israel and the Palestinians to talk peace, is 
DOW distrusted by both sides. 

Relations with Israel have been soured by a 
series of bitter clashes over settlements in the 
occupied territories and Washington also faces 
a tough decision on whether to break off con- 
tact with the Palestine Liberation Organisation 
after a PLO faction raided Israeli baches last 
week. 

"One gets the feeling the region is beading 
back towards war," said Martin Indyk, direc- 
tor of the Washington Institute for Near East 
Poli^. a Middle East thifik-tank. 

"It's like riding a bicycle, [f you’re not mov- 
ing forward with a peace process, you fall off 
the bitycle and there is a slide back to rejection- 
ist attitudes. " 

US adnunistration ofltciaU agree, saying 
that without a viable, active peace process, it 
was difficult to control a tendency towards 
greater violence and hard to make a case for 
pragmatism and against extremism. 

Officials are disturbed by what they say is a 
return to aggressive rfaetoric in the Arab world 
as personified by Iraq's Saddam Hussrin, seen 
in Washington as an ^voca te of confrontation 
rather than accomodation with Israel. 

Playing oo Arab fears about a wave of Jewish 
emigration from the Soviet Union to Israel and 
buoyed by bis country's formidable military 
power. Hussein has twice threatened in recent 
months to bum half of Israel with chemical 
weapons if the Jewi^ state attacks any Arab 
country. 

He emerged from last month's Arab summit 
in l^ghdad as the new pre-eminent force in the 
Arab world. Even traditionally moderate, pro- 
Westemstatessuchas Jord^ which is beset by 


economic and political troubles, leaned 
towards him for support. 

The next few days are likely to be vital in 
detennining whether the trend to extremism in 
the region is confirmed. 

In Israel, Prime Minister Yitzhak Shamirhas 
to form a new govenunenL It could be a rein- 
carnation of the previous national unity gover- 
nment which collapsed in March in dis- 
agreement over American peace proposals. 

But there is a good chance it will be a coali- 
tion of rigbt-wingand religious nationalists, the 
most radical Israel has known. 

Diplomats and officials expect such a gover- 
nment quickly to lock horns with the United 
States. The past three months of a Shamir 
caretaker administration have already been 
marked by a series of bad-tempered exchanges 
over settlements and Israel’s tiarsh methods of 
quelling unrest. 

The United States considers last week’s raid 
on Israel a violation of the pledge made by PLO 
chairman Yasser Arafat in December 1988 to 
renounce terrorism and recognise Israel. It has 
asked him to condemn the operation and disci- 
pline the man behind it, commando chief 
Mohammed Abbas. 

But Arafat is resisting and the tide ofopinion 
in the Arab world is running strongly against 
making geslures to Washington. If he refuses, 
the US will have little choice but lo cut its links 
twthihePLO. 

Moderate Arab states, notably Egypu are 
working hard to persuade the United Slates not 
to break off ihedialogue and to Lalk Arafat into 
making the kind of conciliatory statement that 
Washington can live with. 

"If the United States cuts Ihedialogue, it will 
be the end of the peace process and it would put 
Egypt in a very bad position,'' said one Arab 
diplomat. .

President Hirawi is due later 
today in Tunis on the last leg of 
his tour which he started last 
Tuesday.

Berri today ofTered to exchange 
the bodies of two Israeli soldiers 
for the more than 300 Arabs held 
by an Israeli-backed militia in 
south Lebanon. 

"We've told the International 
Committee of the Red Cross that 
we have the bodies of two Israeli 
soldiers and we're willing to 
exchange them for all detainees 
at Khiam prison." Berri told a 
news conference at bis vacation 
home in Masileh resort. 

■ An Israeli military official said 
today the Palestine Liberation 
Organisation (PLO) had expan- 
ded its control in south Lebanon 
near the Jewish state's northern 
borders. 

Zai'v Zakharin. who beads the 
Israeli liaison office, said the 
PLO now controlled a 25 km ( 1 7 
mile) deep strip ofland stretching 
from the coastal port of Sidon to 
the Christian town of Jezzine 
near Israel's self-declaied 
security zone in Lebanoon. 

Euphrates 

dispute 

BAGHDAD, June S, (Reuter); Iraqi 
Oil Minister Issam Abdul Rahim A) 
Oiaiabi accused Turkey of not tak- 
ing seriously the problem of sharing 
Euphrates waters and said the dis- 
pute could afTect future co-operation 
between the two countries. 

Chalabi. head of (he Iraqi delega- 
tion in a joint commiiiee wiOi Turkey 

on the Euphrates, told the Iraqi 

weekly magazine Alef Ba'a publi- 
shed on Wednesday that little 
process ahd been made in negotia- 
tions on the Eupbratesquesiion since 
1980. 

"It is clear that the Turkish side 
unfortunately, has not been looking 
mio the question seriously.” the miif 
ister was quoted as saring. 

Turkey hailed the flow of the 
Eupfaretes to Syria and Iraq for one 
month last January to fill a huge lake 
behind its new Attaturk dam, draw- 
mgsharp protests from Baghdad and 
Damascus.

Tfae kingdom has a £20 billion 
(S34 billion) arms deal with Brit- 
ish manufacturers who are help- 
ing with industrial and commer- 
cial projects in &udi Ajubia to 
offset costs for such items as Tor- 
nado fighters and mioebuming 
ships. 

"Saudi Araltia has profited 
from its foreigzi defence pur- 
chases to a large extent through 
the establishment of joint indus- 
trial and services companies with 
those who signed contracts with 
the Ministry of Defence." the 
kingdom's Industry Minister 
Abdulaziz Al Zamel has said. 

The kingdom has announced a 
S38.1 billion budget for 1990, 
allocating 36 per cent for 
defence.

Private sector role vital 

Kuwait revives economy 

KUW.WT, June 8, (Kuna); Finance Minister Jasem Mohammed A1 
Ktiormi today afTirmed the government’s keenness toward involving 
the private sector in reiving the national economy. 

In an interview with Kuna, AJ Khorall welromed initiatives by 
c^puies and individuals in providing services to the public in place of 
(^citu institulionsand said that the state is prepared to mote way for 
the private sector to develop the current services and originate new 
ones. 

He also prmsed the experience of some companies which began to 
provide public services for reasonable prices. Such services include 
selling fee stamps tbrough banks and clo nin g public facilities such as 
hospitals. 

Ine Hnance minister said that the government aims at spreading a 
spirit ofcompetition among private firmsand not to monopolise public 
services, unless such a step targets public interest. 

He noted ihai companies providing the same services must co- 
ordinate among themselves by complementing each other's activities, 
gjvi^ the example of the MoUle Telephone Systems Company 
( MTSC), which he said can provide and supervise theservitt and leave 
the selling and maintenance of telephones to more than one company. 

He added, however, that some activities can only one 

company, suchastheTouristic Enterprises Company (TEC), but noted 
that the TEC can co-operate with other ^rivately-own^ firms in 
running the company's facilities, hence sparing it some financial and 
administrative burdens.

Plans approved to boost share trading 


Bahrain stock market opens door to investors 


BAHRAIN, June 8, (Reuter): Bahrain's 
fledgling stock market is poised to lake 
off aRer a series of pioneering steps all- 
owing foreign investors into the Gulffor 
the first lime. 

Slock exchange head Fawzi Behzad 
told bankers this week the government 
had approved wide-ranging plans to 
boost ^are trading on the year-old 
bourse. 

This included asking iniemaiional 
firms 10 list their shares and allowing 
foreigners lo trade in stock oflocal com- 
panies through mutual funds and trusts 
lobe set up soon. 

“Bahrain has the infrastructure for an 
international stock exchange . . - we are 
already for this io happen,” he said. 

Bahrain — the Middle East's main 
banking centre • - broke new ground this 
year by deciding to allow investors from 
outside the six-member Gulf Co-opera- 
tion Council (GCO to trade sharesTrom 


Arab Banking Corporation (ABC) on 
the island's bourse. 

GC^ slates Kuwait, Oman, (^tar. 
Saudi Arabia and the United Arab 
Emiraies allow only their own natiociaJs 
lo trade shares locally and this is limited 
to 25 per cent of any firm. No foreign 
companies are lisitKl dsewherc in the 
Gulf. 

"Wchope the ABC share flotation will 
stimulate other interested foreign com- 
panies to tap the liquidity in the area by 
listing their shares on the exchange, Beh- 
zad said. 

Economists said the ABC move might 
have little impact on Bahrain Initimly 
because deals could be concluded more 
quickly in Pa^ where the bank will also 
be list^ after its $350 mtlKon public 
share issue closes at the end of June. 

Deals on Bahrain exchange, listing 
29 companies with a rota! nominal 
capital of SI.6 billion, are carried out 


manually and settled within three days. 

Behzah said business had soared 
nearly five-fold in the year afler the 
exchange opened to 73 million shares 
worth 20.2 million dinars {.554 million). 

It reached 20.b million shares worth 
4,4 million dinars SI 1.7 million the 
previous year. 

Brokers say a decision by the govern- 
ment loseil itscntire42 per cent stake in a 
leading local firm, the Bahrain Hotels 
Company, brought in many new cash- 
rich GCC investors in May. 

A total of 3.6 million shares worth 6.5 
million dinars (S17.3 million) were sold 
in 10 days. 

More share flotations are planned. 
Exchange officials say the government 
will sell its stake in the Bahrain Alumin- 
ium Extrusion Company — which 
makes window and door frames from 
locally produced ingots — io the next two 


weeks. 

Behzad said the government had also 
approved u plan to split the shares in 
local companies 10 for one to make them 
morcaiinictive to hval investors. 

Brokers say this should make Bahraini 
investors more willing lo sell shares 
which have plummeiied to u fraction of 
what they were worth during the oil 
boom years. 

"its a psychological boost because the 
shares look cheaperand pcitplecan make 
u profit even iriherc'saslighinucluuiion 
in prices." one broker said. 

Share prices in Bahrain rose in 1990 
after many companies and banks repor- 
ted higher 1 989 profits. There is no index 
yet. 

Behzad said Bahraini firms and banks 
w'ould be allowed to trade on the 
exchange for the first lime in a bid to 
encourage them loaciasmarkei-makers. 

A committee was also studying the 


possibility of listing Kuwaiti companies 
on the Bahrain exchange and vice versa. 

Kuwait has a larger market and trade 
value is around S 1 0.3 million a day, com- 
pared with S280.000 in Bahrain. 

Behzad said other measures included: 

— Inviting foreign securities houses to 
join the six local brokers who are now 
members of the exchange. 

— Allowing government and cor- 
porate bonds to iisiMl on secondary 
market. 

- Introducing margin trading which 
allows investors to buy securities on 
credit. 

— Encouraging banks lo settle delin- 
quent accounts by selling shares kept as 
collateral on (he exchange. 

— Encouraging public companies to 
buy five per cent of their snares as 
treasury stock to support prices. 

— Encouraging closed Bahraini com- 
panies to issue shares io the puMic. 








Slight increase in 
defence spending 


War threat cited as the reason 


ISLAMABAD, June 8, (Reuter): 
Pakistan's defence spending 
balloofitsd by more than ISpercem 
this year following tenrion with India 
over a Muslim ufuising in Indian 
Kashmir, budget figures released 
yesterday showed. 

Presenting the budget to the 
National Assembly, Finance Mini- 
stei Ehsanul Haq Piiracha said a rise 
in defence spending was inevitable 
under the drcumstanocs on the bor- 
der. 

But opposition members were not 
there lo lis^ to Ms speech. They 
walked out of the chmber after 
accusing him of corruption and 
demanding that Prime Miruster Ben- 
azir Bhutto present the budget ins- 
tead of him. 

Kradia has been embroiled in.coa- 
crpversy rinoe being censured the 


high court for his part in setting up a 
Stock Exchange in Islamabad. He is 
appealing to the Si^Kemc Court. 

"We have no option but to boycott 
this speech by a corrupt minister,** 
opposio'on leader Ghutam Musta- 
pna Jatoi told the assembly bribre 
leading his supporters out of the 
chamber. 

The 1989/90 (July/June) rise in 
defence, spending from 5122 billion 
rupees to 61.93 Ulioo ($2.37-2.81 
billion) was much greater than a four 
billion rupee ($181 million) rise 
widely reported in April. 

Western diploauts said Pakistan 
has been scouring the worM arms 
markets for wreapoDS and ammuni- 
tion in reoent months and asking its 
traditional suppfa'ers for Booeleraied 
ddiveries bi case war broke out with < 
India. . 


Both sides have moved troops up 
to forward positions along their bor- 
der in recent months following an 
upsurge in secessionist militancy in 
Kashmir that India blames on Pakis- 
tan. 

India, in its bud^ presented in 
February, increased spending by 27 
per cent to $9.54 billion, citing the 
row with Pakistan as the rca.son. 

However, Pakistan's armed forces 
stand to only get a further 2.2 per cent 
rise to 63.27 bfilion rupees ($2.88 
billiOD) in 1990/91 — le» rham half 
the current inflation rate of 5.7 per 
cent.

UK Stock market learns respect for 


LONDON, June 8, (Reuter): British 
share doders haveleamt a tdlinglesson 
— respect for the future. 

Sba^ Imve rocketed in London over 
the past monUi and the Financial 
Tlmes-Sux^ Exchange futures con- 
tract has often triggered the move 
ahead. 

The FTSE futures contract is based 
on tbe FTSE-100 ind^ which charts 
the prices of 100 leading stocks and is a 
vehicle for speculating on where the 
FTSE will st^ at a future date. 

How the futures contract opens can 
send tremors throu^ the FTSE 100 
stocks because assessments of their 
future worth will trigger buying or sell- 
ing of the shares themselves. 


Stock market dealers still say the 
fulure moving the market is like a tail 
waging a dog, but dealers in FTSE 
futures prefer to think of themselves as 
leading the dog.

Oman market booms 
but shares scarce 


DUBAI, June 8. (Reuter): 
Oman's securities market 
exceeded all turnover targets in 
its first year but still has a long 
way to go to attract sfaardiolders 
willing to sell thdr stocks, finan- 
dal analysts say. 

Shares valued at 16.27 million 
Omani riyals ($42.3 niiilion) 
have been traded since the 
exchange opened on May 20 last 
year until the end of May 1990, 
said Hashem Ali Sabbagh, an 
adviser who set up the Muscat 
securities market. 

The turnover target for the 
first year was set at sbi million 
riyals QBl 5.6 million). 

"This can be described as a 
boom and interest in the market 
is growing day by day," he told 
Reuters in a telephone interview 
from Muscat 

But bankers and flnanciai 
analysts in Oman said market 
activity was thin because of the 
reluctance of most controlling 


owners in major companies to 
putting their shares up fr sale. 

The exchange was set up to 
attract local savings into the 
economy and lure oadc funds 
invested abroad. 

Bankers say there is a growing 
demand even from small inves- 
tors to buy stocks but that suppfy 
is limited. 

Some companies are so 
profitable (hat, apart from fears 
of losing control of thdr firms, 
current share-owners prefer to 
keep thdr holdings rather tiiitn 
trade them. 

Sabbagh said the price/earn- 
ings ratio of some Finns — - 
market price of stock as a multi- 
ple of per share earnings — areas 
fai^ as six to one. 

"The (big) shareowners have 
some price ideas in their minds 
and want to realise these," a 
leading stockbroker said. 

Seventy-four Omani compan- 


ies are fisted at the exchange with 
a total capitalisation of around 
600 million Omani riyals ($1.56 
billion), said Sabbagh. 

He said tbe exc&nge would 
not start an index before trading 
in major stocks became regular 
each day. 

“When we have 15 companies 
traded regularly every day we can 
issue an index, ” said Sabbad^* 
“Now we have three or four." 

However one of the six brok- 
erage houses siUowed to deal on 
the floor of the exchange has 
been testing an index and plans 
to announce it on a regular basis 
soon, finandal sources said. 

The most actively traded 
stocks are in banks, insurance 
companies and some agro-indus- 
tries, brokers said. 

Althou^ the number of small 
transactions is growing, the 
market sometimes witnesses one

World economy remains sluggish 


NEW YORK, June 8. (UPI): The world economy 
continued to expand at a very slow pace while 
japan’s soaring business growth has reached a halt, 
a survey by the O>aferenoe Board said yesterday. 

The le^ng index representing the economfc 
development of the 1 1 most industrialised nations 
currently indicates a growth of one per cent, down 
from two per cent thr^ months ago and tfaxee per 
cent six months ago, said tbe ind^odent group 
which conducts economic surveys world-wide. 

The growth index for the United States remains 
stable at 2 per cent,, the same level as three and six 
months ago, and a full point above tbe 1 1 -nation 
average. 

The major factor in the surv^ is a shaip dnm in 
the leading businesses' growth rate in Japan, wnidi 
dropped to zero per cent, conqiared with a 7 per cent 
grov^ rate three mon^ ago, and a nine per cent 
growth rate six months ago. 

"The Pacific region continues to show the gratest 
strength, mainly m Taiwan where the leading index 
is growing at an annual rate of eight per cent," the 
survey said. "Growth has slowed in Japan where the 
leadi^ndexes are growing at zero per cenL” 

The racific region's index grew by five per cent. 


compared with 6 per cent three months ago and 10 
per cent six montte ago. 

“The weakest economy among those 1 1 countries 
is still Australi;^ where the long drop in the leading 
index declining at a rate of six per cent — looks 
more and more like a recession," the board said. 

Australia recorded a negative growth rate of six 
per cent, two points lower than minus four per cent 
three months ago and a onepercent positive growth 
six months ago. 

“Growth rates in Europe are essentially flat with 
West Germany bd^ theexception," the board said. 
"Its leading index is grawiogaia five percent pace." 

Italy is showing a 2 per cent growth rate, while 
France and Britain recorded negative growth rates 
of minus one per cent and minus 3 per cent respec- 
tively. 

The negative rates in France and Britain, 
however, represent an improvement over minus 
three per cent and minus four per cent respectively 
three months ago. 

Overall, Europe showed no growth, compar^ 
with a mere one per cent growth toree and six 
months ago. 


Bonn trade surplus dips 

Exports set to rise further 


WIESBADEN, West Germany, June 8, (Reuter): 
W^ Germany's trade and current account sur- 
pluses fell sharply in April, Federal Statistics Office 
data showed yaterday. 

The twin surpluses from Euro|te's biggest econ- 
omy were almost half of the rdatively hi^ figures 
posted in March and well dovm in i^ril last year. 

The big drop was due to the fact that West 
Germany sold one billion marks (S600,(X)0 million) 
less of exports in April than a year ago while it 
imported goods worth an additional 1.2 billion 
marks ($730,000 million). 

Exports totalled 52.44 billion marks (S3 1 bfllion) 
in April while imports were 44.82 bfflion marks 
($26.5 million). 

The trade surplus stood at 7-6 billion maiks (S4.S 
billion) in April compared with 13.4 billion (7.9 
billion) in March and 9.9 billion mark (5.8 billion) in 
A^, 1989. 

The current accoon t s^lus, whi^ includes trade 
of services such as hanlring, tourism and insurance, 
fell to 5.7 billion marks ($3.4 billion) in April from 
10.4 billion (6.1 billion) in Man± and was a third 
down on the 8.3 billion (4.9 tnlUon) of April, 1989. 

The fall had been anticipated by economists in tbe 


light of a stronger West Grman mark, which made 
German goods more expensive abroad, and rising 
imports due to an economic boom. 

However, the statistics office drew attention lo 
the fact that there were three fewer working days in 
April than in March, 

Imports have risen faster than exports since Jan- 
uary. During the first four months of the year, 
imports adjusted for price changes, increased 
almost 10 per cent from the same period last year 
while exports only rose 6. 1 per cent. 

Imports are expected to continue rising this year 
as the rebuilding of East Germany's dilapidated 
economy be^s. 

Economists and the economics ministry expect 
West Germany's trade surplus this year to shrink 
from 1989'srecord 13A7bi]ljOB7Darks(S80ta]lfOD). 

Separately, the Economics Ministry said orders 
for West German indust^ dipped 3.4 per cent in 
April from March, reversing an almost equal rise i n 
March from Febniaiy- 

Despite the drop, the ministry said foreign orders 
for capiud goods, such as industrial machinery and 
tools, rose in April, partially due to some large 
ordi^ 


involving several hundred

Tlie place is known 
for its exquisite pottery, han- 
dloom products and a largenuin- 
ber of *dighis' a local name for 
fish bearing tanks.

BIMAN, Bangladesh Airlines, is 
all set to resume its suspnid^ 
operaUon to Japan next winter 
with expanded two fiighu a 
week, instead of one flight 
earlier. 


The long-awaited resuoipcion 
of flight became a possibility 


with the signing of a "Memoran- 
dum of Understanding, 
(MOU )" at Kman head officeon 
April 12. at the end of three days 
or negotiations between Ban- 
glades and Japan. 

Under the MOU. Biman, will 
be able to operate twice weekly 
flights to Japan — one to Tokyo 
and the other to up and coming 
important centre, Nagoya. 

Biman, after operating once a 
week Boeing 707 flight to Tokyo 
for about a year in 198 1 . suspen- 
ded it mainly due to poor econ- 
omic returns.

Close look at charming Salzburg

WHEN l was talldiigtoafriend 
of mine not long am, the conver- 
sation turned to SaJzbur& and 
she said, '^Ifl was told 1 had to go 
to one place in the world and stay 
there forever. Salzburg would be 
at the top of my list.” 

The charm this perfect gem of 
a city radiates so richly elicits 
entburiastic reactions from most 
visitors. Another very well- 
travelled lady put it like this, **To 
me, just being there is importanL 
The pace of the city makes ten- 
sions fall away, fills me with a 
sense of peace.'* 

Salzburg is Europe m pure, 
concentrated form. Whatever 
makes a European city speaal, 
Salzburg has it — a winding 
river, a cathedral, sharply rising 
hills, ^aces, fine r^taurants. a 
spectacular moimtain backdrop, 
a large fortiHed castle, open 
squares, museums, elegant 
hotels, narrow lanes, formal gw- 
dens, abbeys, great shops, brid- 
ges — ail within easy walking 
distance. 

It is this compactness that 
gives the dty its intimacy; the 
short <Ustances impart a sense of 
familiarity. Salzburg has_ great 
visual appeal that comes directly 
from the proximity of the mag- 
nificent structures,^ from tl^r 
perceptual density. Quite 
litei^y, as even a brief ^impse 
fnmMakartsteg.Kapusirterberg 
or the terrace on Monchsberg will 
demonstrate Salzburg is “as 
pretty as a picture.” 

lliis is a city you have to get to 
know on foot in order to be 
properly introduced. Narrow 
medieval lanes, the many little 
passages from one street throu^ 
a courtyard to another, steps up 
the hilL all these nooks and cran- 
nies cannot n^otiated by any 
vehicle, not even a horse-i^wn 
carriage. Don't be afraid of 
retradng your steps, of going the 
same wav again — there are 
always nw details, new angles, 
new surprises you will notice for 
the first time. 

The medieval closeness' of the 
patrician town is protective, 
friendly, secure. By contrast, the 
grandiose design and the sploa- 
dour of the archbishops* dly are 
uplifting, inspiring, an impres- 
sive demonstration of power 
both spiritual and worldly.

Sateburg is a city of music, not 
only during festiial time but all 
year round. E^est young men 
ariri women practice hard and 
perform with verve at the iWbzar* 
teum. The sounds of a choir, an 
organist, a chamber group 
rdiearring waft from churdies 
and schools on spring and sum- 
mer days when windows are 
open. Folklore with the music of 
the country people entertains 
viators and dtizens alike. On 
some evenings you just know 
that Mozart is going to come 
around the next corner as you 
stroU along through the quiet 
streets. 

Salzburg takes on a new 
diaracter, toudhes a different set 
of dioids in the weeks before 
Christmas. Old Advent songs 

ftom the nearly mouDtain coun- 

try are performed and raise the 
spirit of the season in everyone. 
There is nothing more beautiful, 
more peaceful, than the city, with 
all the giaWs of the Chnstmu 
Market set up in the square in 
fiontoftliccathedral, thor wann 
ligh te cutting throu^ the eariy 
dusk, the sm^ of gingerbread 
and hot wine, a forest of Christ-, 
mas trees on Residmzplatz, the 
bells of a church pealing and 
snow falling gently on this w4iole 
scene. 

Salzburg's romance is g^- 
uine. From the way the city 
presents itself, you know the 
fountains are lUummated for 
lovers, not for tourists. All those 
who asrist the traveler with his 
or her daily needs and pleasures 
do it in a maimer that draws the 
guest in, making everyone fed 
truly welcome, more like a 
relative who has come to visit 
than a Strang. One caution: 
S^burg U habit-forming.

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Bridge between 
the Occident 
and the Orient 
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THE ancients called it Asia 
Minor, that thumb of fertile land 
emerging from the deserts of 
Arabia in the south which con- 
nects the land mass of Asia 
proper with Europe, while at the 
same Ume divicUngthe Black Sea 
from Che Mediterranean.

Even themost cursory journ^ 
through ^atolia results in a diz- 
zying confrontation with 
overlapping historical periods, 
any one of which mi^t well 
occupy a scholar for a Ufeume. 

Ota the road leading from the 
1 1th century AD Seljuk Turlush 
city of Erzurum in the east, for 
example, one crosses a bridge 
built by the Romans on what 
later became the Silk Road, 
vdiich passes under the shadow 
of Mount Ararat where Noah's 
Ark allegedly came to rest. 
Remains of the Urartu civilisa- 
tion mentioned in the annals of 
Gilgameth lie scattered in the 
suTTOuading valley. 

Far to the west overlooking 
the Oardenelles lies the ancimit 
city of Troy: no pipe-induced 
dream of the blind hard Homer, 
but the real city ofHector, Helen 
and Ulysses, scarred by /ire when 
put to the torch by the men of the 
original Trojan Horse. The difls 
of Gallipoli — the venue for 
some of World War One's most 
vicious fighting — are within eye- 
sight across the channel. 

To the south, strungout like so 
many so many pearls along the 
berryline waters of the eastern 
Mediterranean, are scores of 
andent dries and citadels, rang- 
ing from the Crusader castle at 
Bodrufflfonoe called Halicarnas- 
sus, the home-town of that 
traveller-qua-traveller, Herodo- 
tus) to the mountain fastness of 
Telmessos, the only dty-state of 
antiq uity able to resist .Alexander 
the Great 

To the north, finally, is Istan- 
bul, formerly Constantinople, 
thecapitaldty of two great world 
empires, with half the dty found 
in curo]pe. and half in Asia, 
separated by one of the most 
strategic channels of antiqiuty 
and the modern world ai^e, the 



Bosphorus, 

It is easy to see why both the 
Byzantines and Ottoman Turks 
selected Istanbul — called Con- 
stanrinople under the By^ntines 
— for the capital of thdr world 
empires: scenically, the city that 
strides both Europe and Ada has 
to be one of the most naturally 
beautiful urban sites in the 
world; strategically, the Bos- 
phorus links the dty to both the 
Black Sea as well as the Aegean, 
making it a natural entrepot as 
well as guiuxlian of IradiUonal 
East- West trade routes. 

Within the confiiies of the dty 
itself are found some of the ^eat 
sacral architecture of Christiaa- 
iiy — such as St Sophia — asvrall 
as the very jewels of M uxihn 
architectural genius, not^ly the 
Blue Mosque. The sreat Byzan- 
line walls still stanzas does the 
Galata Tower, built by the Gen- 
oese in their section of theolddty 
prior to its conquest by the T urks 
m 1453.

Istanbul also boasts perhaps 
the matest example of the 
traditional Middle Eastern 
market in the Grand Covered 
Bazaar, where all manner of 
goods and souveniers — 
espedally brass and oriental car- 
pets —can be bargained for. 

Museums? Istanbul has 
dozens, but the main attraction 
for visitors is Topkapi Palace, 
where relics of the past — includ- 
ing the fabl^ "Ught of Day" 
dagger with its emorald encrus- 
ted handle — are k^t in tnisL 
Istanbul is a aty oriented 
toward the sea, and the best 
excursions from the 
metropolitan area are made by 
feny boat, either up the Bos- 
phorus to the fairy-tale castles of 
Rumeli and Anadolu Hisar, or 
downstream into the Sea of Mar- 
mara for a slop at one of the 
Princes Islands, where no motor- 
ised traiTic is allowed. 

Bursa 

Situated at the base of pine- 
covatad_Moimt Ulu (claimed by 
ariric as Thefon^nal' 
OlympusX Bursa was select^ as 
the first capital of the nascent 
Ottoman Turks, and was inves- 
ted «ith some of the greatest 
eariy Ottoman architecture. A 
angularly clean and beautiful 
city today, it remains a favourite 
"getaway" for residents of Islan- 
b^ and Ankara seeldng a slower 
pace for the weekend, g^ food, 
and a dip in the area’s numerous 
natural thermal baths. 

The covered market in Bursa is 
second only to the Grand 
Covered Baraar in Istanbul, and 
the pe^ of Mount Ulu is a 
favourite slci resort in winter. 

Edime 

Ancient Adrianople on the 
bonks of the Mari tza river on the 
borders of what are now Greece 
and Bulgaria, was established as 
the second Ottoman capital afler 
the sacking of Bursa by the Mon- 
gols. PerlaM even more Ihan 
Bursa, Ediroe remains the 
emotional bean of the Otioman 
emjMfe. and it is that city that 
Oiiornans endowed with sacral 
and secular acfaitecture as no 
other in their realm. Particularly 
impressive is the Selimiyc 
Mosque designed by the master 
builds Sinan. whose mosques, 
schools, bridj^ and palaces 
stretch from Edime to Damascus 
in what is referred to us the Sinan 
Road. 

A spedai treat for visitors to 
Ediroe are the aonual grease 
wrestling championships of 
males ran^ng m age from five to 
filly drench themselves in olive 
oil and wrestle for the glory of 
God (and cash prizes) one the 
hallowed field of Kirkpinar. 

Iimiir and the Aegean 

Izmir. formerly called 
Smyrna, was gutted by fire at ibe 
end of Turkey's war of indepen- 
dence against the Greeks, but no 
scars remain today in what is ihe 
country's third largest city and 
most active port. It is also the sea 
and sand capital of the country, 
and the natural base for dozens 
of possible excursions, ranging 
from tbcGallipoli baulclicld and 
Troy to Uic north, to the "Blue 
Voyage” yachting centres of 
Bodrum and Marmaris to the 
south. 

In the immediale neighbour* 
hood of Izmir arc the Hellenic 
rites of Bergama (Pergumum) 
where paper was first invented, 
Sardis, trie capital of ancient 
Lydia where gold and silver coins 
were tirst minted, und Eph^its. 
which must qualify as one of the ' 
most stunning archaeological 
sites in the world, and where an 
annual camel wrestling contest is 
held each January in the old 
stadium where gladiators. Chris- 
tians and lions were formerly 
cm^oyed. 

Further away is Aphrodisias. 
the home of a major school of i 
Roman sculpture, forgotten 


iintil a local farmer nnearthed a 
perfectly preserved bust of the 
^xldessot love. Aphrodite in the 
I960's, leadtog to the on-going 
excavation of the treasure-trove 
ate. 

An hour by car away from 
Aphrodias.is Pamukkale, or the 
"cotton castle," a series of white 
calcium pools fonned by hot 
springs, ^ad used as a spa from 
Roman times down to our own. 

Antalya and the Eastern 
Mediterranean 

Antalya is the touristic capital 
of Turkey's still unsullied {and 
only subtly discovered) eastern 
Mediterranean coast; the old 
harbour was recently renovated, 
preserving sense of having once 
been a pirates' cove while cater- 
ing to the international yachting 
crowd. 

To the west of Antalyais Turk- 
ic's wild-coast, an area known in 
kustory as Lycia, with pine-stud- 
ded mountains plungingdown to 
the untainted sea. Spectacular 
funeraiy monuments carved by 
the ancients into the very faces of 
diffs and mountains dot the rug- 
ged countryride, but are centiw 
in the town of Donre, once called 
Myra, and the place where the 
historical St Nicbolaus earned 
his gifl-givi^ reputation while 
serving as bi^op during the 4th 
century. 

East of Antalj^a the coast is 
Uttered with ancieni dties and 
theatres Uke so many jewels scat- 
tered along the endl^ sand bea- 
ched a favourite is Side, a town so 
thick with andent pillars, sculp- 
ture and buildings that it is not 
unusual to find a disco or res- 
taurant half built into some 
andent edifice. 



Ankara and Central 
Anatolia 

Ankai^ the capital of modem 
Turk^, is essentially a new dty 
with Qttle to oRec the. traveller . 
other than a few excellent 
museums and the edifices of 
modern Turkish poUtical life, 
notably the Ataturx masoletim.- 

But w^t Ank^ might lack 
as a touristic destmation in atnl . 
of itself, it makes for as a base 

of operations for forays into the 
fasdnating centr^ Anatolian, 
hinterland. 

The main -attraction' in tlie 
region is Cappadoda, a series of 
valleys some four bc^ east of 
Ankm which have been eroded 
by wind and rani into' a spec- 
tacular landsc^ie of rock cones, 
capped pinades ("^ry chim- 
neys”) and fretted ravines. Not 
cootenl with- nature's artwork^ - 
eariy Christians seeking refi^ ' 
from both ortbodoxChnstianity 
and Muslim invaders alike 
carved homes, ebapds andihcm- . 
astories out of the soft rock, and 
even a complete underground 
dty with voitilation shafts and a 
sewage diqmsal system. 

Some two boors south of An- 
kara is fConya, the capital of the . 
Seljuk Tnria, and thie dty that

ber. A major agnpidtum centre, 
Konya remains one- of Turkey's 
most religiously conservative

Other exdirsions-out-orAn- 
tkaia would includea day trip to 
ConHon, the capilal of andent

ihinoiis'"Gordioii Knot" by 
fitting it with his-sword, and 
tM near-^ town of Aksbehir, 
where the Turitish wise>-fool sage 
Nasrettm Hoja Ges buried in a 
tomb with a window from which 
be can survey the world. 

For those interested in obscure 
history, Ai&areis also a conven- 
ieiit string point to visit the 
remains of the gince gmt Hittite 
civilisation native to Central 
AhatoUa. Mentioned in passing 
in the Kble, the Hittiies received 
scant scfaolaify atcriition until 
the 19S0*s; after which point 
many a 'schbiarly book on the 
andent world has had to be rev- 
ised or entirely rewritten.

THE crtck of bat hitting ball 
resounds, across a narrow, cen- 
turies-old street dappled with 
sunlight as youngsters play 
baseball against the backdrop of 
a sparkling blue sea. 

Vintage cars — pre-1959 
Studebakers, OldsmooUes and 
Cb^rolets,patdiied and punted 
a-doMn times, their engines 
•coughing -- negotiate their way 
between dogs, children,' ga-rhay 
cans and piles of building 
materials. 

Striking thulailb girts wearing 
shorts or mihi-skirts and bikiiM 
tops try out the steps of the latest 
dance craze — the LamhaHa — 
as music blares from a transistor 
radio in the shadow . .of a 
dilapidated doorway. 

. Tlie air. is hot, humid, heavy 
with salt. 

Street wails, their punt ped- 
ing, . offer political slogans 
undecipherable to outsiders. 

This is Havana, the sciufly, 
vibrant capital of communist 
Cuba, whose fpur-hundred-year 
old mix of history, rape and cul- 
ture from three continents 
Europe, Africa and Azaeoca ^ 
blencfs w(tfa a distinccivepolitical 
identity iS> boi^^jiraPt, .ud 


bewilder visitors. 

Founded by Spanish conquis- 
ladores in 1S19. sacked by 
marauding French pirates in 
1 S55, held brieny by the British in 
1762 and closely ti^ with the 
United States in the first half of 
this centt^, the Cuban capital 
offers a microcosm of Caribbean 
history. 

Located on Cuba's northwest 
coast, just south of the Tro^c of 
Cancer, it served for centuries as 
a gateway from the old to the new 
world, a jumping off poinl for the 
discovery a^ conquest of the 
Americas and later a flouridung 
trading centre channelling black 
African slaves to ite American 
continent. 

''EverylJung is nuxed in here," 
dty historian Eusebio Leal said. 
"Havana is first of all Spain — 
Seville and Cadiz and 
Extremadura — and also the 
Can^ l^ahds. Then mix all this 
nnth a bit of Africa and a bit of 
North America, too." 

■ Visitors to old Havana, a 
gridiron of narrow streets, dot- 
ted with churches, forts and 
palaces, cannot escape an almost ' 
tan^ble sense of history. 

Neither can they ignore the 
crumbling masoiioi.^^ ,st^ed. 


peeling paint that testify to 
decades of decay and neglect. 

Cuba's communist govern- 
ment has launched an araNtious 
renovation programme mmed at 
refurnishing the city's historic 
core and making it a major tour- 
ist attraction. 

Tourism is an important 
source of hard currency for the 
cash-starved socialist economy, 
which has been t^ target of a 
strict US economic embargo 
rince the early 1 960s. 

The restorauon pEOgramme is 
backed by Unesco, the United 
Nations &fucatiooaL Sdentifk 
and Cultural Organisation, 
which listed old Havana as a 
world heritage site in 1982. 

It has refurbished showpiece 
squares like the Raza oe la 
Catedral and Plaza de Las Armas 
as well as the imposing 1 6tb cen- 
tury Moito and Punta fortresses 
that straddle the mouth of 
fUvanaBay. 

Ofliciais say renovation of the 
old dty had necessarily pos- 
tponed since Fidel Castro's 1959 
revolution as initial poUdes con- 
centrated on improving the liv- 
ing standards of the island's

Bonus miles are 
also given as premiums with cer- 
tain pnrcham or credit card 
transactions. 

Tte idea does not apply in 
some other countries b^tise 
their tax authorities consider 
bonus miles to he personal 
income and therefore b'a&le to 
taxation.

Regular fliers can benefit by 
Joining one or more of the dub« 
run by the major intomational 
airlines. For an annual member- 
ship fee yo a gel various privileges 
at the airport For example, you 
may be able to drive up to the 
entrance of the departure section 
of a lenninal and hand over your 
car keys for an mitine agent to 
park your car for you. -On your 
return, the car win be brought to 
you at the exit of the amvals 
section of the terminal. 

Baggage allowances may be 
less ngorously enforced for dub 
membm. Inside the airport ter- 
minal, frequent travefler’i clubs 
usually have thdr own comforta-

facilities such as free beverages 
and free local tdrahone calls. 
And if seats are unnlled in first- 
class, you may be up-^ded. 

Checklist 

Make sure that you have:

Tickets and bookings 

■ Discount ticket agents — 
popularlycalled bucket shops — 
sell tickets at much less than the 
oflicial fares. 

■ Unoccupied seats are sold by 
airlines at a lar^ discount — 
oAen through a nwdleman — to 
bucket shops, which in turn ofTer 

bar^'n fares. 

■ Check iheconditionsattached 
to tickets obtained in ibis way — 
there may be heavy penalties for 
cancellation. 

■ Any particular r^uirements, 
such as special diets (or dis- 
abilities j, should be made known 
to the airline at the time of book- 
ing, and in any case at least 24 


hours before departure time. 

■ If you are pregnant, check 
with your doctor that its safe for 
you to fly (and with the airline 
that it will take you). 

■ If you lake regular medica- 
tion. make sure you have an 
adequate supply for the whole 
trip. 

■ If you wear spectacles or con- 
tact lenses, lake a spare pair with 
you. 

Baggage tips 

■ Do not carry that versatile 
Swiss penknife — it may be conf- 
iscated. 

■ Do not attach a baggage label 
with your home address visible 
— it is an invitation to profes- 
sional thieves to rob your home 
while you are away. Use instead 
baggage labels on which your 
address is securely concealed 


behind a tab. 

■ Remember that each passen- 
ger is aJIowed to take only one 
item of hand baggage inside the 
aircraft. This must be small 
enough to fit under the seat in 
front. 

■ A carrying basket for a baby is 
pennitted above the free baggage 
allowance, but may have to be 
put in the hold. 

■ Assume that your bagga^ 
will be thrown around. If there is 
any doubt about the strength of 
locks or zips, secure straps 
around your bags. 

■ If you wish to take a par- 
liculariy valuable, fragile, bulky 
package with you — such as large 
musical instrument — book a 
separate seat for it. The security 
and peace-of-mind will be worth 
the cost. 


Health hints 


AIR travel today is more comfortable and 
more streamlined than ever before. But even 
the most experien^ traveller can fall pr^ to 
various disorders. These range from air sick- 
ness or fatigue to the now renowned executive 
bugbear known as jet-lag. AU these problems 
can, however, be either prevented or at least 
greatly eased. 

Fatigue 

During or slier a flJ^t fatigue is common. 
It is cau^ by the length of the journey and 
also frequently by pre-flight anxiety or 
excitement. Rest and relax before flying. See 
to pre-flight preparations such as immuniza- 
tion and vaednation well in advance, and 
avoid too hectic a schedule on the day before 
the flight. 

Airsickness 

Caused by a biunby ride (and by an.'uety 
and excitement) sickness is sometimes 
experienced in aircraft, just as it is in cars and 
boats. Bftrauy modem aircraft fly above bad 
weather, it is now an infrequent ailment, 
afTecting probably not more than one in a 
thousand travellers. 

But turbulence can upset the labyrinth 
mechanism of the inner ear — part of the 
organ of balance — and cause sickness. Keep 
the head as still as possible on the headrest. 
Avoid fried and fatty foods, excess alcohol 
and smoking. Ask a doctor's advice on sick- 
ness, tablets, particularly in pregnancy. The 
effective dru^ include hyoscine, cyclizine, 
diphenhydramine, meclozine and prometh- 
aane. 

Pressurization problems 

An aircraft cabin is a communal space suit; 
air is pumped in to keep the pressure at the 
outside equivalent of8,{X)0 feet altitude. For 


technical reasons it is not possible to achieve 
ground-level pressure in the aircraft, and the 
difrerencecancausediscomforl w'hen gases in 
the body, especially in the iniesiines. expand. 

Palliatives are not to overeau to avoid 
carbondaieti and to wear loose clothing and 
shoes. Change of pressure during takeolT or 
landing can affect the cars. A popping sensa- 
tion is common, orearache or even temporary 
deafness. These can all be overcome by con- 
stant yawning or swallowing. Babies achieve 
the same end by crying noisily. Anyone with a 
heavy cold or sinus trouble is prone to sinus 
pain or earache during a flighu particularly 
during the descent. Nose drops help buL if 
possible, avoid flying. Smokers in particular 
may he affected by the cabin atmosphere as 
they have a small amount of carbon monox- 
ide in their blood. Asthe oxygen decreases so 
this amount increases, sometimes causing a 
headache or a feeling of being “one degree 
under." The remedy is to cut down smoking. 

Dehydration 

The aircraff's pumped-in atmosphere is 
slightly dry. As a result dehydration can 
occur. Combat this by drinking as much fluid 
as possible. Alcohol increases dehydration, so 
avoid it in flight and be particularly abs- 
temious on long flights to hot countries; 
dehydration is a serious problem in hot 
climates. 

Swollen ankles 

Sitting in the same seat on a long flight puts 
continuous pressure on the veins in the thighs. 
People wiUi varicose veins are most affected 
and their feet and ante las may swell slightly. 
Wear loose roomy shoes, pr^erably lace-ups.- 
and walk op and down the cabin periodically. 

This affects travellers flying cast-west or 


west-east journeys in which they change time 
zones. Biological rytluns have a programme 
of around 24 hours, and jei-lag is the failure of 
the body to adjust its own routine to a clock 
that may, for instance, bring darkness — and 
bourne ~ ten hours earlier or later than 
usual, ^ting, sleeping and excreting may all 
be uncomfortably aflwted and mental reac- 
tions may also slow down considerably. The 
effects of jet-lag seem to be greater on east- 
bound flints than on westbound. Reactions 
can be slowed for two days following a ten- 
zone trip westw^, and for three days after a 
similar eastward trip. 

*nie most cautious medical advice is that 
one full day of recovery is needed for each 
nve-hour lime change. Travellers should try 
to go to bed as near as possible to their usual 
bedtime on the first ni^l after arriving; 
quick-acting aperient pills can allay constipa- 
tion until the bowels b^me accustomed to a 
new daily routine. 

The short-stay traveller, such as the busin- 
essman continually on the move, is most at 
risk from jet-lag; the long-stay traveller on 
holiday has enough time to acclimatize. 
Babies of up to three months are the most 
fortunate — their eating and sleeping cycles 
seem to be unaffected. 

Medical problems 

All the previous forms of discomfort can 
temporarily affect the healthy traveller but 
can be prevented or overcome easily. 
Diabetics should eat their flight meals at 
same time as meals at home; the elderly and 
anyone with heart trouble should avoid 
smoking. Above all anyone who is in doubt 
about his state of health should consult a 
doctor before flying.

Guide to 
hiring a 
car in UK

1 WAS in a hu^. No. 1 hadn't 
driven this particular car before, 
but I'd hiring cars for years 
and, thank you, 1 was sure 1 could 
woik out the controls. The lady 
from the car hire company 
depaned. For the rest of my trip 1 
heaved my luggage on and off the 
back seat, unable to And the 
cateb that opened the boot 
(that’s the trunk). The moral of 
thatiale is this: never pass up the 
chance of having every little 
I switch explained to you. 

All the major car hire compan- 
ies offer a free collection and 
delivery service at international 
airports in Britain. Some extend 
this to r^way stations, which is 
to me the ultimate in freedom: 
the chance to speed out of a 
major dty by rail, arriving, say, 
in the Scott!^ Highlands in time 
I to find a remote coastal road, 
there to watch the sun set over the 
western isles ... you can see that I 
need no persuasion. 

Hire charges do not vary 
greatly, althou^ a Rolls Ro^ 
wiU obviously cost considerably 
more than a modest, fourKioor 
I saloon. You can usually save 
money by using a smaller, or 
local, company, and though 

these don't mways offer the same 
degree of flexiUn^ as a national 
organisation you might 
appredate what is often a more 
easy-going and informal 
approach.

ONE of thc best holidays I've 
ever had was a week in spring a 
few years ago spent sailing along * 
the coast of Yugoslavia. We 
awoke each morning to blue 
skies and a light breeze and, after 
bacon and eggs on deck, we step- 
ped ashore for the day’s briefing 
by the skipper. By ten the anchor 
was up. ^ils billowing, we were 
off along one of the most ravish- 
ing coasts in Europe, beading for 
a lunchtime rendezvous in some 
empty bay. By late afternoon, as 
the sun was dropping in the sky, 
we'd finally sail into a port for the 
night. And that was my favourite 
bit. 

The ports were mvanably 
ancienl Utile villages, either on 
the beautiful-pine forested main- 
land coast or the craggy Uttle 


islands that dot it, with a semi- 
circle of fishermen's houses and 
tavemas lining the stone 
Quayside. We tied up, then 
showered and changed clothes, 
savouring the feelings ofhun^er, 
thirst and virtuous exhaustion. 
By 6.30pm. we were seated at a 
table outside one of those bus- 
tling quayside tavemas, ordering 
grilled fish and white wine, and 
watching the sun set on the 
horizon. 

Our flotilla was made up of 
nine 28ft, six-berth yachts, and 
our fellow sailors ranged from a 
nine-month-old non-p^idpant 
who spent the week in a min- 
iature life-jacket in a canopied 
rush crib lashed to the deck, to a 
family group of nine — two 
weather-beaten grandparents, 
two daughters and their hus- 
bands, and three grandchildreii 


- who chartered a pmr ofboats 
for the week. 

There were three of us on our 
ya^t, plus a skipper who siqit on 
the mother boat We started the 
week wiA no experience of han- 
dling a yacht (one knew how to 
sail a dinghy and that was it), but 
we were keen to learn, and dis- 
covered that by joining a flotilla 
gallin g holiday we coidd also hire 
a skipper who would teach us to 
crew as we went along. It worked 
brilliantly. The two of us with no 
experience just follow^ orders 
as obediently as po^ble, but 
after ibret days of tuition from 
our patient, capable skipper— a 
22-year-old ex-merchant seaman 
who came from Plymouth — the 
dinghy sailor was bonfident 
enough to be able to share skip- 
pering shifts. We could hardly 
bear lo go home at the end of the 


week. 

Given the trend for holidays 
that bring families together —in 
particular, sports and activity 
holidays that everyone can join 
in — holidays on boats seem set 
for a boom. Apart from ^tting 
you all out into the fresh air, the 
great thing about a boating 
holiday is the huge world of pos- 
sibilities it opens up. You can 
restrict your interest to an a nnua l 
fortnight, or go sailing every 
other weekend. You can spend 
thousands on a holiday — or less 
than £50. Start this summer and, 
in a few year’s time, you co^d be

of another fortnight by the 
Mediterranean this summer, it's 
not too late to book.

Hsif India... : i 
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An ancient civilisation where funerals are celebrated

ONE of the greatest pleasures of 
travd comes from bemg able to 
coml^ a. dramatic chanjM of 
IWon with an authentic step 
tedt m time. The pleasure is ^ 
the greater if the place is scen- 
outstanding and the time 
chs^ IS one, not of mere cen- 
turies, but ofmilleiuiiuins. 

. When the area is accessible 
not just to rugged young trekkers 
prepared to rou^ it but also to 
ageing sybarites wanting air- 
cpndipooed transport a western 
bed and bath a swimming pool, a 
bar and dining room, there you 
have a Shangn-La with all mod 
cons. 

Such a place is Torajaland in 
the highlands of southern Sul- 
awesi, the oddly shaped Indon- 
esian island ^own in En^sb as 
Celeb res. Hidden away in this 
remote mountainous area is an 
ancient civilization, little chan- 
ged over many centuries, ' and 
some of the most sublime scenery 
10 be found in Asia. 

By far the most curious feaiure 
of Torajan civilization — and 
what attracts most visitors — is 
its death cult and the related 
ceieraonies and tombs. Alth- 
ough ^ristianity is now the 
prMominant reli^on, it is only a 
thin veneer over, traditional 
animist beliefs ancestor worship. 

The Torajan is ob^sed by 
death and, like the ancient Egyp- 
tian, believes you can take it with 
you. A funeral ceremony is 
therefore as much celebration as 
obsequy — in fact it is called a 
“festivsi] of the dead" — and 
requires the sacrifice of the most 
precious of a family's posses- 
sions, its farm animals, in the 
belief that they will join the dead 
person in the next life. Throngs of 
relatives, friends and villagers 
from miles around attend the 
event, which lasts from three to 
10 days. 

The higher the caste of the 
deceased, the longer the 
ceremony and the larger the 
number of animals sacrifioed. 
Although fora poor peasant, one 
water biiiTalo and six or eight 
pigs suffice, for the noble caste as 
many as 24 buffalo and 200 pigs 
are slaiuhtered. In James 
Frazer's The Golden Bough one 
caii read about anc^t blood 
sacrinces; in Torajaland one can 
still actually witness them. The 
ceremony is an etperience never 
tobe forgotten^ gruesome- but-

fasdnating. 

No one may be buried without 
such a ceremony. Until a family 
accumulates the nece^ary 
wealth — often a matter of years 
— the loved one is stored in a 
spare room at home. It is not 
uncommon when visiting a 
Torajan fan^y to find that a 
deceased relative has been lying 
upstairs in a coffin for years 
awaiting burial. 

The tombs themselves are ren- 
owned as the strangest in the 
world. Tbe simplest are chiselled 
into huge stone bouTders; most of 
these go to the 1 8th century. 

Nfore modern ones,'.shaped like 
mixuatureTorajanhouses, stand 


on stilts in rice fields. Several 
others lie in deep limestone caves 
strewn with bones and skulls that 
have fallen from decayed coffins 
and inhabited by bats, and 
spiders the size ofalar^ hand. ^ 

.Odder yet are tbe infants' 
graves l^ged in big trees, in the 
belief that the child's soul will 
grow with the tree. The roost 
famous tombs are those 
Imm ured in sheer difis, hundreds 
offeet above ground, so that they 
cannot be looted of jewellery and 
other precious objects. These are 
for persons of the hipest caste, 
who are immortalizedin wooden 
effigies, called tau-iau, placed in 
a sort of balcony bmlt much 


lower down on the cliff. There 
they stand century after century, 
staring into space as if from the 
promenade deck of some bizarre 
s^. 

Travellers also come to 
Torajdand for another reason, 
to see the unique houses. These 
two-storey oblong structures 
look like earth-bound ships, 
prows high in tbeair.TheirfroDts 
and sides aie often marvellously 
decorated with colourful and 
elaborate geometrical patterns 
and animal figures. Buffalo 
horns, displayed on a vertical 
column at the front, proclaim a 
family's status and w<^th. Some 
houses are many hundreds of 


years old. their palm-thatc^ 
roofs covered with \*egetation 
and the whole structure bleached 
a venerable grey. 

The typical Torajan village isa 
row of 10 or 12 such bouses, 
fac^ by a row of small, similarly 
shaped, rice bams. Viewed from 
a distance, the houses look like 
the starting line of a terrestrial 
regatta, as in a way they should, 
since the Torajans' explanation 
for this curious architecture is 
that thmr Indo-Chinese ances- 
tors were washed ashore in a 
storm and eventually moved 
inland takmg their shipwrecked 
boats vrith them as homes. The. 


“nautical" s^le has been main- 
tained ever since. 

Just a few miles off the narrow 
tourist track is a tropical land 
which one can explore with a rare 
sense of adventure. Rantep^, 
the main town ofTorajaland, is a 
hub of tr^s and crude dirt roads 
that lead in every direction. 
Walks or treks can be arranged, 
on one's own or with a local 
guide, that Iasi from half a <^y to 
several weeks.- Not only is the 


daily lifr as it has been lived for 
more than a thousand years. 

A trip to Torajaland starts in 


Ujung Padang, the capital of the 
island on the southern coast The 
interesting drive north takes 
about eight hours, allowing for 
siopsalonglhewayforlunchand 
refreshments. The initial 100 
kiiometFes is a long a flat coastal 
plain covered with rice fields: the 
road is often in sight of the sea 
and by the roadside are stalls 
festooned with large dried fish. 
Ofr in the distance lie stMp jun- 
gle-covered limestone hills, des- 
cribed nearly ISO years ago by 
the naturalist A.R. Wallace: 
“Nowhere in (Indonesia) have 1 
seen such gorges, chasms and 
precipices: in many pans there 
are vertical or even over-hanging 


precipices 500ft or 60()fi high, yet 
completely clothed wiih a tapes- 
try of vegetation." 

About half-way up the penin- 
sula is Parepare. a convenient 
place for lunch. After that the 
road, which often runs parallel to 
the impressive Saddan River, 
clim^ into the Sinaji mountains. 
The lemperaiure plunges to the 
low 80s. the vi.sias become 
steadily more impressive and the 
trees and vegetation change. In 
addition to the ubiquitous ban- 
ana and coconut tree now appear 
clove plantations, fields of cas- 
sava. teak trees and wild coffee 
bushes along with several types 
of pine. 

This is an area of subsistence 
farming and across the vast dis- 
tances are very’ few signs of 
habitation. Little roadside 
stands sell pink and yellow bags 
filled with sw’eets made dfbrown 
sugar and peanuts, sacks of salak 
(a small bland fruit cowred in 
what looks to be brown snake- 
skinland coffee. 

The road enters Torajaland at 
the village ofSalubarani. marked 
In- an elaborate gate in the shape 
of a miniature Torajan house. 
For most travellers the journey 
ends in Mukale. the area's 
administrative centre, or in Ran- 
tepao. with its much wider range 
of accommodations and res- 
taurants. 

Travel Notes 

• Hotels: in Ujung Padung, the 
best hotels are the almost new 
Marannu City Hotel and the 
Makassar Golden: Pondok 
Suanda Indah is a charming 
colonial style hotel. In Ran- 
tepao, the Toraja Collages and 
Hotel Misiliana are the most 
comfortable. There are dozens of 
simpler and cheaper places to 
stay. Indonesian E.\prcss (071- 
491 4469) arranges b»poke itin- 
eraries. 

• When to go: spring and 
autumn are probably the best 
limes. The monsoon period is 
from November to March, but 
even at their worst the rains 
usually hold off unlil late after- 
noon.

Thus as you approach it on a 
quiet week-day morning its 
lawns and flowers moist and 
well-tended, its interior in warm 
semi-darkness, you feel you are 
stepfwg into if not another era 
then at least into a scene from 
Out of Africa. 

Karen Blixen is a weU-liked 
person in today's Kenya, at least 
among the oldCT generadon that 
has known of her. 

With a good reason. This 
daughter of a Danish army 
offtcer knew no obstacles when it 
came to helping or defending the 
Kikuyu, Masai or Somalis. Her 
generosity, courage and deter- 
mination came in useful in many 
other crusades and won her the 
respect of friend and foe. 

"As for me, from my first 
weeks in Africa, 1 had fell a gr»t 
afiection for the natives. The dis- 
covery of the dark races was to 
me a magnificent enlargement of 
all my worl«i,” is how she des- 
cribed thtf -place the natives 
occupied inherlife.'^^^'^^ , ' 

As casual vialtots to her Tor* 
mer home drive towards the foot 
of the Ngong Hills they will have 
no doubt thatthey are m the ri^i 
place. Sign posts giving direp- 
tiozis to the Karen market, the 
Karen Country Club or the 
Karen College are much in 
evident.

One startling fact in Karen's 
life was the ease with which she 
drew her gun and shot the 
animals. Tliis IS almost incom- 
patible with the image of a 
' woman who was known to be an 
animal lover. But in those days, 
unlike today, the wild life was 
flourishing and she killed 
ani mals either because they were 
a threat or for food. Being a good 
shot Karen was often called by 
the Masai or fGkuyu to kill a lion 
that attacked their cattle. 

No matter bow many lions and 
zebras she may have killed, 
Karen was undoubtedly atta- 
ched to her animals be they her 
oxen or antelopes. This is best 
Olustrated in her "relationship'' 
with Lulu, tte gazelle she adc^ 
ted p pd tamed. U is no coin- 
cidence t^t some of the most 
poetic and nostalgic j^assages in 
her took are associated with 
thoughts of Lulu and other 
animals. 

“Iflknowason^ofAfrica — 1 
thought — of the giraiTe, and the 
African new moon lying on her 
back, of the ploughs in the fields, 
and the sweaty faces of the cof- 
fee-pickers, does Africa know a 
song of me. Would . . . the ch3- 
dren invent a game in whidi my 
nnmn WES, . . . OT would the eaglcs 
of Ngong look out for me? 

If she sought to leave an indeli- 
ble trail, Karen should have had 
no fear, she succeeded splen- 
didly.

Undulating landscape 


WITH everyone trembling and 
expecting the end of the worid at 
any moment. Europe must have 
been a singularljr depressing 
place during the n^eniuzn year 
of 1000. The New Year c^bra- 
dons in January 1001 must have 
been particulariy beartfelL 

In a burst of unabated 
gratitude. ^ chroniclers tell us, 
mankind ^pressed new-found 
hope and confidence by causing 
the Earth to blossom with chur- 
ches like a meadow in qrring. 

And nowhere did it blossom 
more densely or encfaaadn^y 
than amid the gently undulaung 
and uoassuminglandscapeofthe 
Maconnais, in southern Bur- 
gundy. 

Apparently spared the 
hooli^nism of church reformers 
and restorers, virtually every 
village of the r^on can boast a 
gem of unspoiled romane^ue 
architecture, whether an edifice 
of abounding dimen^ons that 
serves as a landmark for nules. or 
a tiny chapel of endearing sim- 
plicity. huddled shyly behind 
cottages in a picturesque state of 
decrepitude. 

The Maconnais is an ideal spot 
for planless pootling: simply 
browsrng from one village to 
another in the near certainty of 
stumbling upon something 
interesting. Or edible, of course. 
Because, should one's enth- 
usiasm for ecclesiastical mon- 
uments b^o to wilt, it's comfor- 
ting to know that the repon's 
hmed wines and cursine arc not 
only superb, but are astonishin- 
^y low-pric^. 

The going rate for hotels 
(about £12 for a double room is 
par) and accommodation (£85 a 
week for a four-person ffite in 
high season) is pretty ^down- 
market", too. 


Explori 

THERE is more to Japan than 
meets the eye. Visitont seeing the 
crowds, the crush, and the "rab- 
bit hutdh" houses, find what they 
were expecting to find on a tiny 
island nation with 120 milUon 
inhabitants. Often they do not 
see the land beyond: contrary to 
Western belief. Japan isn't all 
one immense conurbation — 
although it is fairly unintemip- 
ted from Tokyo to Osaka along 
the Pacific coast In fact Japan is 
sixty per cent mountainous and 
extensively forested. As a con- 
^uenoe the human population 
is densely packed and there is a 
far greater area of unpopulated 
countryside than, for instance, in 
the UK, and a great deal 
more vrilderness and wildlife. 

First tuners to Japan visit Che 
great temple cities — Kamakura. 
Kyoto and Nara — but any fur- 
ther exploration, whether to 
mountain villages or the lesser 
islands, will be rewarded. Japan's 


For visitors whose time is 
limited or who prefer a more or 
less tystematic approach, ifs no 
bad idea to use mose important 
mediaeval cultural centres, 
Toumus and Ouny. as spring- 
boards for funter exploration. 

Rising above the broad 
expanse of the Saooe, Tournus is 
a darmingly imloept liteJe town 
wMcta seems to have been desig- 
ned as an ideally humble back- 
drop for the massive abbey of St 
f^ib^. The nigged s^deur 
of the abbey's extenor does little 
to fuepare one for tbe glories 
within. 

On a bright day, entering the 
gloomy, cavernous interior is Bke 
being struck Mind. Then there is 
a slow awareness of lumifmsty 
and hei^t, deli^le salmon hues 
and monumental giace of the 
plain arcadisg. Tbe unknown 
architect actueved this marriage 
of great height and wide window 
ppemngs by transverse tunnel 
vaulting: a brilliant solution to 
distributiog the chnist of vaulted 
roofs. Curiously, this bold 
Innovatioa never caught on. 

If St I^libert is a difiicuit 
to follow architecturally. Tour- 
nus ofTers an equivalent on the 
culinary front, namely Jean 
Ducloux's two-star LeCreuze(l 
rue A. Tlubaudec — 85511352 — 
just west of the abbey). Food 
prepared with this sort of loving 
care' is, of necessity, not cheap, 
but many would argue that such 
quality is worth every sou. 

Tbeonly question, of course, is 
how much money you happra to 
be in command of at the pven 
moment. A fair ctm^omise bet- 
ween p^aoe and pocket is the 
copious menu bourguignon, 
which embraces escxjrgots, 
marvellous teroieau/aie dr voiai- 
lie and tnuiefu de boettf faeon de 


CharoUes. 

Proceeding southwest of 
Toumus, one IS following in the 
footsteps of the monks of S( 
Philib^ who, in tbe 11 Lb and 
I2tb centuries, fanned out to 
establish ptaeesof worship in this 
districL 

And in many places, the fruits 
of their pious handiwoik are still 
there to be admired, seemingly 
untouched by the intervening 
centuries. , . 

The gnarled wooden porch at 
Ozenay, the rough-hewn 
masonry of the interior at Far- 
ges. tbe elegant tower and 
curious pointed arriies at Uchizy 
— each IS a marvel of directness 
and unomamental clarity. 

It*s in these more bumble 
products of Europe's first build- 
ing boom that tM true church 
devotee can feel at home. Undis- 
turbed amid a unique bouquet of 
faint decay, brass polish ana can- 
dle-wax, a mood of silent reverie 
is never far away. And what 
oould be more fasdnating than 
the ever-changing play oT light 
upon ancient watts, impr^uated 
' iMtb centuries of village life and 
death? 

Less peacefiit, because better 
known, is the gaunt chapel at 
Bracioa, whose almost ascetic 
symmetty and severity of form is 
only subtly leavened by some 
attractive frescoes. The neigh- 
bouring castle arid qikndid view 
make this site a favourite among 
tbe comparadvdy few tourists 
who ^ray into this otherwise 
blessedly ignored part of 
world.

Shubair aims for career in Europe

PALERMO, June 8, (Reuter): Egyptian goalkeeper 
Ahmed Shubair is ptanning to use the World Cup 
firm k as a passport to a career in one of European 
soccer's top professional leagues. 

The 30-year-oid now combines goaikeemog 
duties with ru nning his own marble and cement finn 
but knows that good perfonaances at the low- 
nament «tafting today could bring him a lucrative 
offer to pack his bags and join a European club. 

“The World Cup is importont for me to make a 
name in Europe but it is more impK>Ttan t for the team 
to do welL** he said. 

Egypt, appearing in the fmals for the first time in 
56 years, are rated rank outsiders in Group F against 


the Netherlands, England and Ireland but Shubair 
believes they will givea good account of themselves. 
“We have prepared very hard and played around 


12 internationals this year, i know we have a very h 
good defence and Tm confident in the^'* be said. f. 


Ej^t's defence is one of their strong points, 
having been breached only twice in ei^t qualifiers. 

Shubair, a tall, wiry figure, deserves mudi of the 
credit for that record. 

Described by one l^yptian soccer writer as “the 
only man the team cannot aflbrd to be without in 
Italy.'* he has already attracted the attentioo of 
European dubs. 


ROME, June 8. (AP): Antonio Car- 
bajal probably hates World Cupstat- 
isu'cs. 

Mexico's rormer long-time goalie 
played in five World Cups, I04hiter- 
national marches and won three 
Mexican championships. But at the 
World C up. be IS remembered simply 
as the man who lost the most tour- 
nament matches. 

Carbajal is the loser ia a numbers 
game that always accompanies tbe 
World Cup. He played in II cup 
matches and was on the losingsidein 
eight while conceding 25 goals. And 
numbers never lie, or so the saying 
goes. Perhaps they just mislead. 

WolfgangOverath never basked in 
the limeli^t that now shines oo 
Argentina's Diego Maradona. 
However, statistics show the West 
German is the winningest player in 
World Cup history. He only scored 
three goals in three World Cups, but 
West Germany woo !5 of the 19 
matches be play^. 

In an increasingly .number-crun- 
ching wortd. soccer's most pres- 
tigious tournament provides sports 
statisticians with a usually rich 
bounty. 

Consider the statistical gold mine 
at this year's toumameai, where S28 
players on 24 teams will contest 52 
matches in 31 days. To get the 24 
iinaJisis. i )0 naiioiial teams played 
312 qualifying matches and sc<m 
732 goals. 

Although the touroameot began 
only today, statistkiaos have bm 
hard at work for months generating 
those little known Tacts and figures. 

Organisers say that so far they 
have sold 92 per cent of the 2.6 
million tickets available for the mat- 
ches in 1 2 Italian cities. There will be 
at least 104 hours of live television 
broadcasts of the ^mes over 148 
networks to viewers 10 llScountries. 

The number of estimated viewers 
for the games is stag^ring. Oig^ 
iscrs who at first predicted IS btUion 
now casualty kick about a figure of 35 
Mllion. Never mind that tbe planet's 
human population is only about 5 
billion. The estimates are 
cumulative, 

Die-bard fans will wont to know 
there are 36 international referees 
and five Italian linesmen. Fansafraid 
of dying may want to know there will 
beato^or 111 doctors. 135 nurses, 
677 stretcher-bearers and 89 
ambulances on duty at the 12 
stadiums. 

The oldest player in this year’s 
tournament is Eai^and's40-yev'Old 
Peter Shilton. Tbe youngest is 20- 
year-old Biyan Roy of Holland, who 
already is three years older than Pele 
when he helped Brazil win the title in 
I9S8. Argentina's Ricardo Boctoroo 
at 42 berame the oldest player on a 
chamfHoruhip team when his coun- 
try' won in 1986. 

The United States, with an average 
age of 24.2. has the youngest team at 
the World Cup finals and Ireland the 
oldest with an average age of 28.9. 

And so it goes. 

Soccer statisticians also can tell 
you that the most common surname, 
shared by six players oo tbe United 
Arab Emirates team, is Mubai^. 
Tbe least common may be subj^ to 
hot debate, but Mubarak is so 
pMular that one Emimtes player has 
it for both his first and last name. 

The numbers also show the highest 
margin of victon in World Cup play 
is nine goals, a teat accompKsbed 1^ 
two teams in three games. Hungary 
beat El Salvador lO-l in 1982 and 
South Korea 9-0 in 1954. Yugoslavia 
defeated Zaire 9-0 in 1974. 

Louis Laurent scored the first 
World Cup goal on July 13. 1930. 
when France beat Mexico 4-0 in 
Montevideo. England's Bryan Rob- 
son scored the fastest goaL tallying 
27 seconds into a match agmnst 
France on June 15. 1982. 

Naturally not even the number 
crunchers can tell you who will score 
the first goalin Italy. Buitbey can tell 
you that die first scorers in each of the 
six firsi-roundgroups will receive 700 
bottles of selected, ag^ Abm^ 
wine from tbe region's wine sellers. 


Austria take on Italy

ROME, June 8. (Reuter): Aus- 
tria's young footbaUei^ face the 
migbt of tbe World Cup's most 
fancied team tomorrow — and 
the antipathy of a huge crowd 
hungry for Italian victory. 

Aosirian coach Josef iffickers- 
berger, who has studied Italian 
fonn min utely in tbe nin-up to 
the first round clash, this week 
play^ his squad a video of Ita- 
ly's defeat by the Soviet Union in 
the semifia^ of the European 
championsUp two years ago. 

*'1 i^yed them the tape to 
reduce tlw awe tfa^ feel for the 
Italian team/’ he said. 

But it is not only tbe Austrians 
who be under pir^uie in 
Rome's Olympic Stamum. Italy, 
chasing a record fourth title, 
have been in less than sparkling 
fonn in recent friendly matches 
— tight as ever in dmence but 
beking the goal touch. 

Fans in this soccer-mad 
nation, where the build-up to the 
finals has reached fever-pitch, 
will not forgive Italian failure. 

**We will pby to win because I 


would like a good start," Italbn 
manager Azegio Vicini said. 

"But the fans must remember 
thatin Spain (in 1983)wedrew ail 
our first round matches and went 
on to win." 

Italy's chief fear is the attack- 
ing skills ofToni Polster. suppor- 
ted up ffont by either Andreas 
Ogris or GCTh^ Rodax. 

Polster scored 33 goals for his 
Spanish dub Sevilla last season 
and is well aware of the strengths 
and weaknesses of the Italians 
after playing for Torino. 

"I consider him one of the best 
strikers m'Europe,” Vicini said. 
"He has improved a lot this 
year," 

At 26, Polster is one of tbe 
veterans of the Austrian squad, 
but Hickersberger says their 
relatt've luk of experience is 
countered by their enthusiasm. 

"They are hungry for the ball 
. . . and &ey recover quickly after 
matches," he said. 

"Our recent run of good 
results has been just wbat was 
needed to give them confidence," 


he added. 

Austria beat European cham- 
pions the Netherlands 3-2 in 
Vienna last week.

W. Germany seek good start injury crisis 


MILAN, June 8, (Reuter): West Germany aim to 
break their habit of poor Worid Cup starts wbM 
they meet Yugoslavia in their opening Group D 
match on Sunday. 

"We've had problems in nearly all of our World 
Cup starts," team chief Franz Beckenbauer said, 
casting his mind back to 1966 and his first World 
Cup as a player for the last convincingopenittg win. 

West Gennany usually improve as tbe tour^ 
nament progress, and Ih^ record in tbe last six 
World Cups of winning the trophy once, sqipearing 
in three other finals and one semlfmal is second to 
none. 

But they have been slow starters. After th<^ 
thrashed Switzerland 3-0 in their 1966 opener they 
eked out meagre victories over uruated Morocco 
and Chile in the next two tournaments and have not 
won since. 

Draws in 1978 and 1986 were at least better than 
’ the Nadir of 1982 when, against all the odds, they 
were beaten 2- 1 by Algeria in Spain. 

"Perhaps it's a good thing we've got v^ strong 
opponents — supposedly the strongest — in the first 
match," Beckenbauer said.
